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Knudsen Heads GM, with Sloan Chairman of Board; Management 
Structure Reorganized; Week’s Output Climbs Again to 140,560 for 
New Post-1929 Mark; March Car FPRegistrations Hit 365,319 Units 


Election of W. S. Knudsen as president of 
General Motors Corp. and the elevation 
Elected of Alfred P. Sloan as chairman of the 
By GM board, under a sweeping reorganization 
program, was announced Monday evening. 
The change brings to the presidency of the corporation 
one of the most colorful figures in the industry, who, at 
the age of 20—and at about the time when,many of us 
were reading Horatio Alger stories but doubt their 
applicability to our then modern times—came to this 
country as an immigrant from Denmark. 

Under the new set-up two important changes in the 
management of GM are involved—one affecting execu- 
tive and the other committee responsibility. The financial 
and executive committees have been abolished. The 
executive functions formerly centered in the president 
have been transferred to the chairman of the board. In 
a formal statement issued by the corporation explaining 
the new organization the corporation said: ; 

“A policy committee has been established. This commit- 
tee will have jurisdiction on questions of broad corpora- 
tion policy, involving both finance and operation. In ad- 
dition, it will likewise have the responsibility of promot- 
ing new methods of operating technique from the policy 
standpoint, involving all functional activities throughout 
the corporation’s operations. 

“In addition, an administration committee has been es- 
tabiished. This committee will have complete charge of 
the administration of the business, and in collaboration 
with the policy committee, the development of forward 
operating policies. All divisions and subsidiaries of the 
corporation, except those of a strictly financial character, 
will be under the general jurisdiction of the administra- 
tion committee. e * ° 


“The new plan now adopted, is based 
upon the conviction that the broader prob- 
to Meet lems of management divide themselves 
Problems into two groups—one involving policy, and 
the second, administration of policy. While 

it is recognized that there can be no definite border line 
between the two, however as applied to GM, on account 
of the magnitude of its operations, the many industries 
of which it is a part—all in rather a large way—ex- 
perience has demonstrated that these two functions be- 
come quite separate in character—sufficiently so as to 
permit them to be dealt with, to an important degree, 
independently. Experience has also shown that owing to 
the pressure under which the corporation’s executives 
operate, the demands of administration limit the oppor- 
tunity for the effective development of advanced policies, 
particularly as there is involved in their evolution, much 
study and research. While the success of the corporation

will always depend upon effective administration, the 
policy phase is becoming, through evolution, of greater 
and greater importance. It is for that reason that the 
new organization has been set up, having in mind a 
broader distribution of the executive load, thus permitting 
the concentration of greater executive attention on that 
phase of business. It might be added, that such a pro- 
cedure is of particular importance at this time, in view 
of the period of rapid change through which business, all 
over the world is now passing. No changes are involved 
in the organization of the corporation’s divisions and sub- 


sidiaries, or in their relationship to the general staff.

“In view of the enlarged operating re- 
sponsibilities now attached to the chair- 
manship of the board, Lammot duPont 
who has served the corporation in this 
capacity for many years past, declined re- 
election on account of his other business responsibilities. 
Alfred P. Sloan jr., was elected chairman of the board 
and chairman of the policy and administration commit- 
tees. Donaldson Brown was elected vice-chairman of the 
board. William S. Knudsen, who has contributed so ef- 
fectively to the corporation’s progress as general manager 
of the Chevrolet Motor division, for 10 years, and for 
four years as executive vice-president, was elected presi- 
dent of the corporation, and as such will assume complete 
responsibility as to administration of all the corporation’s 
operating divisions and subsidiaries other than those of 
a strictly financial nature. In addition Marvin E. Coyle, 
general manager of Chevrolet Motor division, and Floyd 
O. Tanner were elected vice-presidents. Tanner will deal 
with labor relationships.

—Donaldson Brown, Albert’ Bradley, 
Walter S. Carpenter jr., Lammot duPont,

$1.25 per share was declared on 
the $5 preferred stock, payable 
Aug. 2. 


Packard Parley 

Detroit.—With all but two of the 
22 union demands tentatively ad- 
justed, early conclusion is ex- 
pected in the negotiations between 
Packard Motor Car Co. officials 
and United Automobile Workers, 
which have been in progress for 
over two weeks. The minimum 
wage dispute has been settled, ac- 
cording to Richard T. Franken- 
steen, UAW organizational direc- 
tor, but the rates were not re- 
vealed. One of the points yet to 
be settled, he said, is whether 
Packard workers must work with 
non-union material when union- 
made material is available. 


Hudson Sit-down 


Detroit.—Just three days after 
signing of a final agreement be- 
tween UAW and the company, 
production at Hudson plant here 
was halted early Tuesday after- 
noon by a sit-down in the motor 
block department. Workmen said 
the cause of the strike was anti- 
union remarks of a lone non- 


union employe. After men in the 
one department sat down, the 
management announced the plant 
was closed for the day and or- 
dered all workmen to go home 
and report at 8 a.m. Wednesday. 
Tracy Doll, president of the Hud- 
son local of UAW, will confer 
later with company officials to 
discuss the situation. 


GM Expansion 

Detroit. — Approximately $40,- 
000,000 for expansion is being 
spent this spring by General Mo- 
tors, William S. Knudsen, newly- 
elected president, announced 
Tuesday afternoon at a press con- 
ference. Included in the expan- 
sion are Pontiac, Buick, Chevro- 
let, the new diesel plant and 
several parts divisions. Chevrolet 
capacity would be increased by 
1,000 cars per day by Jan. 1, he 
said, predicting that GM domestic 
sales during 1937 would run about 
2,000,000 units.

Last week’s revised total of 138,272, previously the high 
point since 1929, will therefore be exceeded this week 
by more than 2,000 units. The corresponding week a 
year ago recorded a total of 117,827 units, giving the 
current week a gain of approximately 23,000 units. It is 
felt in most quarters, however, that the current week’s 
production of 140,560 units will not be materially in- 
creased during the coming weeks but that the present 
pace will likely be maintained until well past the usual 
dropping off point in June, due to the strikes which 
curtailed operations during the first part of the year. 

With 54,900 units likely to be turned out the current 
week, ending May 8, General Motors’ group total for the 
year will be pushed up to 623,841 units, giving GM the 
leadership in group estimates for the first time this year. 
Chevrolet is expected to produce about 34,000 cars and 
trucks this week; Pontiac will account for about 6,800, 
Oldsmobile and Buick, 6,300 each, and Cadillac-LaSalle 
1,500. 

Despite the fact the Ford group relinquishes first place 
in the 1937 group estimates to GM, Ford continues as 
the top individual producer, with a total of 34,500 units 
expected this week. Combined with the increased out- 
put of 900 at Lincoln, the Ford group will turn out about 
35,400 units the current session. 

Operations step upward in the Chrysler divisions, a 
total of 24,800 units likely to run off the assembly lines 
this week. This compares with a revised total of 24,300 
Of this figure, Plymouth will 
account for 11,500 units, according to ADN estimates; 
Dodge around 9,000 cars and trucks; Chrysler 2,200 and 
DeSoto 2,100. 

Leadership in the independent bracket continues with 
Hudson-Terraplane, which expects to turn out about 
3,600 units the current week. Packard will produce its 
usual 3,300; Studebaker with 2,500; Nash-Lafayette with 
2,320; Willys with 2,250; Graham with 450 and Cord with 
40. The miscellaneous group is expected to account for 
11,000 units, according to ADN figures.
